Daylight Raid on Friday Followed By 
Another Saturday Morning in Eng- 
land-German Airshijjs Becoming 


Very Active in Poland 


(Special to The Herald) 


London, April 17.—The third air raid within 24 hours was 


made over Suffolk and Essex counties on the North Sea coast 
early today. Seven bombs were dropped near Colchester 
while a German air raider, probably a Zeppelin, was reported 
seen at Felixtowe, the first place to be attacked on Friday 
morning. While no fatalities have resulted in the latest air 
attacks over eastern England the daring raids northwest of 
London have caused considerable excitement. The expected 
attack on London did not materialize last night but extraordi- 
nary precautions have been taken by. order of Earl-Kitchener, 
Secretary of State for War. The German air crafts are" get- 
ting.nearer and nearer this city on each of the raids. 


,The most spectacular attack yet made by the German air- 


ships was that made Friday afternoon.. This was the sixth 
attack. A bi-plane appeared 'over Kent and dropped four 
bombs near Faversham and Sitting-bourne. It is believed that 
the aviator was seeking Sheerness, one of Britain's great naval 
bases. He passed over'Canterbury and the famous Canter- 
bury cathedral; but dropped no bombs in that vicinity. This 
was the first air raid to occur in daylight hours. Marksmen in 
all the towns over which the bi-plane passed used it for a tar- 
get, but its great height showed it to be flying in a safety zone. 
While above. Sheerness, which the aviator probably failed to 
identify, "a projectile from an anti-aircraft gun was followed 
byj a su'dden dip of the machine. Spectators thought it had 
been hit and cheered wildly, but the craft recovered itself rap- 
idly and mounted'still higher. It traveled at a high rate of 
speed across the Isle of Shftppy and escaped to sea.

and considerately under all circumstances. 


Much has already been accomplished in this direction 


throiigh humane legislation and by voluntary organizations, 
and the results are'altogether good. Every observant person 
of mature years knows that the treatment of animals today is 
far different from what it was in the years before it was dis- 
covered'that kindness to animals is not only humane and 
noble, but financially profitable if the matter be considered 
frohi the.mere plane of dollars and cents. Since teaching of 
the right ssort was begun by organizations founded for the 
purpose the legislatures of most'of the states have~come to the 
aid of tliis righteous cause, and the change in the popular atti- 
tude toward the dumb creation haVbeen nothing short of 
] evolutionary. '

But there is much yet to be done, for the rising generation 


needs the prompting and teaching that have brought about this 
giafifying change, while many of the immigrants reaching our 
shores are lacking in the instinct and knowledge necessary for 
the protection of domestic animals from abuse. For this rea- 
son it is pioper fhat a period should be designated for special 
attention to this cause, which blesses the dumb creation and 
the human family alike. The man, woman or child who has 
learned to treat dumb creatures considerately is:made better 
by reason of the knowledge acquire^ and the conduct that is 
sure to follow. 


Kindness to animals is an expression of true nobility, and 


it is also profitable in the economic sense. We cannot afford 
to mistreat (he dumb creatures that serve us, whether the 
matter be viewed from the humanitarian standpoint or tha't of 
pure materialism, and there should consequently be the most 
general and hea'rty co-operation in making "kindness to ani- 
mals week" all that it should be.
